To Leave Shanghai 


SHANGHAI, China—WJ)—An emerg- 


ency council of United States author- 
ities deckled Monday on immediate re- 
moval of all American women and 
children from Shanghai where their 
lives <irc • ciu'ibii'ajieted i/>- Iht bc.li.lo 
raging between Chinese nnd Japanese 
troops. 


The decision was made at a three- 


hour conference in which Admiral 
Harry E. Yarncll, commander-in-chicf 
of the Asiatic fleet, and Consul Gen- 
eral Clarence Gauss took part.

Only the north Pacific states seem t 


be relatively free from ragweed Has 
weeds and related hay fever plants d 
not grow in that region and the Cas 
cade Mountains prevent the pollen 
from being blown in from the inter 
mountain region. 


California and the southwest are no 


greatly troubled with ragweed, bu 
many other pollens which cause ha> 
fever are found in that section. Flor- 
ida suffers little from ragweed pollen 
Winnipeg and upper Saskatchewan in 
Canada seem to be relatively free from 
these pollens. 


The winds and the amount of rain- 


fall are of great importance since the 
winds carry the pollens and the rain- 
fall tends to precipitate the pollens to 
the earth. 


In 1924, a Dutch doctor developed a 


room for the treatment of sensitive 
patients. This room was absolutely 
dust-free and the air in the room was 
pumped in through a filter. Nowa- 
days it is possible, by air conditioning, 
to cut down the total amount of pol- 
lens coming into the air of a closed 
room. 


Many patients with hay fever are 


improved when they spend a consid- 
erable amount of time in an air-con-

May Be Cut Out 


MandatoryDebt of 49 Bil- 


lions Frightens Its 


Critics 


TO "PAY AS YOU GO" 


Next Congress Pretty Cer- 


tain to Get an Amend- 


ed Proposal 


WASHINGTON.—(/I1)—The next con- 


gress may be asked to overhaul financ- 
ing provisions of the huge Social Se- 
curity program, fiscal officials said 
Sunday. The major change being con- 
sidered would avoid the accumulation 
of huge reserves, a point on which 
there lias been much criticism of the 
act. 


Under the present program, reserves 


represented by Treasury obligations 
eventually would total about $-19,000,- 
000,000 for the old age pension alone. 
Reserves for the unemployment pro- 
gram also wilt run into the billions, 
but no estimate of the total has been 
made. 


A ?49,000,000,000 serve for old age 


pensions would make a public debt in 
that amount mandatory on the Treas- 
ury. Moreover, the debt would be 
represented solely by obligations in 
the reserve account, giving investors 
no opportunity to purchase govern- 
ment securities. 


"Pay as You Go" Plan 


Officials said consideration is being 


given to limiting reserves to a few bil- 
lion dollars. Benefits would be paid 
from Social Security tax receipts and 
the program would, in effect, be oper- 
ated on a "pay-as-you-go" basis. 


These authorities said it is unlikely 


any change will be cought in the re- 
serve arrangement for the unemploy- 
ment program. These reserve smerely 
arc deposited in the Treasury for the 
account of various states, which may 
draw on them to meet benefit pay- 
ments. 


At present, the Treasury is issuing 


three per cent notes to the old age 
fund and 2.5 per cent certificates of in- 
debtedness to the unemployment fund. 
The three per cent rate for the old 
age reserves is stipulated in the secur- 
ity law. 


Into Treasury 


Taxes paid under the security law go 


into the Treasury's general fund and 
may be spent lor ordinary government 
purposes. Against them, however, the 
Treasury makes the deposits of securi- 
ties in reserve accounts. 


Thus far, the Treasury has collected 


$340,035,000 in old age taxes and has 
deposited $349,000,000 in the reserve ac- 
count. Officials said that reserves and 
tax collections would never balance 
exactly, because the reserves are de- 
posited on the basis of actuarial calcu- 
lations rather than on tax receipts. 


For the unemployment program, the 


Treasury has received $361,646,000 and 
has deposited obligations totaling $350,- 
288,000.

Were these not the aims of television 


engineers, it would be possible to have 
a form of television tomorrow. 
The 


transrniUing and receiving equipment 
have passed every laboratory test to 
which they have been put. Already the 
equipment is better than that in use 
in Great Britain, the only country in 
which regularly scheduled programs 
are being broadcast. It is infinitely 
superior to the equipment with which 
French are experimenting at the Paris 
fair and which the Germans use for 
Hitler's propaganda. 


Even though you can't yet buy a tel- 


evision receiver, don't think there is 
anything backward about American 
television. The reverse is true. Amer- 
ican engineers showed the way to 
ngland six years ago when a group of 
British experts came over to inspect 
the American lay-out and went home 
with blue-prints of everything. 


The reason for the researchers' ideal 


of perfection is that they want to 
give the public something for the 
5300 investment in a television receiv-

Farthest away 
in one in Weslporl, Conn., <!2 miles 
from H. C. A.'s transmitting station 
atop the Empire State building tower. 
About a dozen television receivers are 
installed in a radius of ten miles 
around the Philco transmitting station 
in North Philadelphia and experts are 
"looking in." There are three or four 
television laboratories erperimenting 
elsewhere in the United States. That's 
the whole television audience so far. 


The .sixty or so American engineers 


who "look in" are able to see pictures 
of things happening at a distance as 
naturally as Mr. John Q. Spivis ami 
family hear the daily radio broadcasts.

A New Senator From Alabama 
Early in 1925 he started laying the 


groundwork for a race for the U. S.
